Bulb oblong, ovate, pointed, about the ſize of a pea, co- 
vered with a ſhell-like ſmooth dark brown tunic, often with 
ſeveral, according to the age of the plant, the one over the 
other imbricated downwards, far and regularly cleft from 
their baſes upwards, ſegments ſubulate. Leaves radical two, 
cauline 1—2, narrow, lincar- enſiform, ſtiffiſh, ſheathing at the 
baſe, ſtreaked, midrib very prominent, Stem 4—8 inches 
high, finely velvetied with ſhort thickſet villi; has general] 
one or two axillary branches. Flowers on the main ſpike 1—6, 
one-ranked, iſſuing from the alternate bends only, uprigzht, 
ſceniiels. Rachis reclined with the curvatures deeply bowed, 
alternate ones longeſt, a charatieriſtic very conſpicuous in in— 
digendus matiy-flowered ipecimens. Limb rotately patent, 
legments oval, acute, equal, flat. Filawents ſhorter than the 
anthers, which laſt are bencath the ſubrevolute ſtigmas.

confounded with the Grapioius auguſius of TUN BERG. Is 


cloſely allied to a ſpecies that we have never yet met with in 
any collection, though cultivated by MiIIER, viz. the Gra- 
DIOLUS involutus of NE La Roch, and figured by MILLER, 
tab. 236. fig. 1.—probably no longer exiſting in this country. 

The ſpecimen from which our drawing was taken flowered in 
unuſual perfection at Meſſrs, Gxrmwoop and Wy ERES, Ken- 
ſington, in the month of June. Propagates with the greateſt 
facility both by ſeed and olffsets, and is one of the commoneſt, 
though ſeldom ſeen to flower ſo perfectly as the preſent ſpecimen, 
except from recently imported bulbs. G.

A native of the Weſt-India Iflands, and conſequently 
with us an inhabitant of the ſtove, where it is an ornament 
worthy of culture, its foliage being of a lively green and 
its flowers diffuling an agreeable odour, eſpecially in the 
evening, a property very contrary to that of many of the tribe : 
it has the additional recommendation of taking up but little 
room. The ſpathe, which 1s at firſt white on the inner ſur— 
face, but changes to green aſter the flowers decay, adds much 
to the beauty of the flower. 

The excellent ſpecific character by Dr. DRvAN DER, 
ſhort as it 1s, fully diſtinguiſhes it from every known ſpecies 
of Pothos: indeed the name itſelf will at all times de- 
note the plant, on which account we have adopted it in pre- 
ference to that of odorata, under which it was ſent by Mr, 
ALEXANDER ANDERSON, ſuperintendant of the Botanic Gar— 
den at the Ifland of St. Vincent's, to Mr. Wooprorp, at 
Vauxhall, at whoſe collection it flowered in great perfection 
laſt June, when our drawing was taken. 

Introduced into the Royal Garden at Kew, by the ſame 
gentleman, in the year 1789, and a ſpecimen which {lowered 
there in the month of April 1790, is preſerved in the Bankſian 
Herbarium. 

Seems to thrive beſt when plunged into the bark pit, and 
apparently may be increaſed by offsets from the root.

Both the male and female flowers are furniſhed with a calyx, 
which in the latter is divided to the bale and perſiſtent; in the 
male the laciniz are ſhorter and divided only half way. In both 
the corolla appears to be pentapetalous, but more decidedly io 
in the female flower; in the male the calyx adheres ſo clolely 
to the corolla as to reſiſt its ſeparation and render it difficult to 
decide whether it be monopetalous or polypetalous. The 
flowers grow in an umbellated dichotomous panicle on long 
terminal peduncles. The pedicle in the centre of the dicho- 
tomy always bears a female flower, the {ide branches all male. 
The latter are of courſe much the molt numerous. The female 
flowers are firſt expanded and of ſhort duration; ſo that 
at firſt theſe appear to be all female and afterwards all male, 
both ſexes ſeldom appearing at the ſame time. The ſecunda- 
tion of the germen mult therefore depend upon its receiving 
the pollen from other plants, or at leaſt from the flowers 
of different branches, and not from thoſe neareſt it. Flowers 
and fruit exiſt frequently at the ſame time, the former erett, 

the 


the latter cernuous. Secd-veilel nearly round, ſmooth, three- 
celled, with one oblong large ſeed in each cell. Leaves apt to 
vary in form, but in general broadeſt towards the point, which 
is acuminate, contratted in the middle, and rounded at the 
baſe“, where it is beſet with a few unequal ſubſpineſcent teeth, 
apt in luxuriant growth to become auriculated proceſſes, as in 
our figure: the margin is reflected. The beautiful coloured 
variegation of the under ſurface is not conſtant, diſappearing 
if the air has not free acceſs to it. The whole plant abounds 
with a ſemipellucid milky fluid. 

It is a very ornamental ſhrub, flowering through the greateſt 
part of the year, and appears not to be tender, ſucceeding 
beſt, according to Mr. FRASER, with very little artificial heat. 
Is a faſt grower, and ealily propagated by laying down the 
branches. Introduced by Mr. J. FRAsHR, Nurieryman, 
Sloane-Square, who brought it from the Iſland of Cuba, on 
his return from his laſt voyage to North-America. 

TJacguin deſcribes two ſpecies of Jatropha, which appear 
to have conſiderable affinity with this, both with ſcarlet flowers, 
his haflata and integerrima, the firſt of which he ſaw in the 
cardens at St. Domingo, but of Eaſt-Indian origin, the other 
in the gardens at the Havannah. 


This form of leaf Linxnzvus has called panduræ forme, and the term, 
having been defined, is well underſtood by Botaniſts, and may therefore be 
retained, notwithitanding the Pandura of the ancients appears to have been a 
wind-inftrument, bearing no reſemblance to the modern violin.

A genus founded by Dr. Sor Au DEA, in the Hortus Kew- 
enſis, on the only ſpecies then cultivated amongſt us, viz. 
ARIFSTEA Cyanea. 

The preſent ſpecies is large and ornamental, with a ſtem from 
two to four feet high, nearly twice the length of the leaves, 
round, ſomewhat winged by the alternate decurrent cauline 
leaves, upright, ſubligneſcent. Leaves linear, enſiform, 
ſtiffiſn, finely ſtriated without any prominent riblike nerve, 
poliſhed, dark green. Spathes and involucres membranous, 
ſcarioſe, acute. Segments of the corolla obovate, equal. 
Produces abundance of ſeed, of which there are two or three 
in each cell, and by which it is eaſily propagated, as alſo by 
the offsets or ſuckers which it throws up, but not in any great 
abundance. Is now pretty common in our gardens. A great 
number of very fine plants were raiſed two years ago at the 
Botanic Garden at Brompton from Cape ſeeds. 

Found by TxuNBERC on the hills between Hauteniqua's- 
Land and Langekloof, as likewiſe (but not plentifully) round 
Cape Town, flowering in our autumnal months. 

Two ſpecies of this genus have already been figured in this 
work, viz. cyanea and ſpiralis, the latter under the generic 
name of Mox za ; but its ſpecies, as well as thoſe of DiLaTRrIs, 
WacnhkENDORTIA, and Mor&a, are far from being ſo 
common in our gardens as thoſe of IX IA, GLavioLvus, 
WATSsO VIA, TRITON IA, SyraRAx1s, and BABIANA, though 
of equally eaſy culture, and of at leaſt equal if not ſuperior 
beauty; we have never yet been able to find the leaſt traces of 
WirsENI4A, their cloſe ally, having been introduced into any 
European garden, although Cape ſpecimens of three or four 
of its ſpecies are not ſtrangers to our herbariums.

TryunzerG deſcribes the flowers as 
cæruleſcent, Linn aus the younger as violet-coloured, both 
which appearances they aſſume in a dried ſtate, the more ex- 
panded flowers inclining to violet, the leſs expanded ones to 
blue; the latter ſeems to have ranked ſpecimens of the ſame 
ſpecies under two very diſtinct ones, and to have made this a 
variety of Ix1A exci/a as well as a different ſpecies under the 
name of GLaDloLus Juncens. 

Found by Tauxzztrc at the Cape of Good Hope, in 
Langekloof.

land, and very abundantly in the low lands about Cape-Town 
and the Duyvellberg. The ſpecimen from which our drawing 
was taken was ſent us in Auguſt laſt by Mr. Lopoic::

We have always ſuſpected the two varieties of the ſpecies 0! 
Mor AA figured in the 238th plate of MiLLER's Icones 
(and which are the original ſources of ILixxzus's Mok#a 
vegeta) to be no other than the Mor +a (Ins) riflis u. 577 
of this work; but we did not venture to cite them on account 


of the omiſſion of all mention of the pubeſcent item ; which, 


owing to its exceeding minutenets, might eaſily have eſcaped he 
draughtſman of ſuch figures as thoſe, but was certainly leb 
likely to have been omitted by Mitts in the deſcription ; 


yet we can trace in no collection or herbarium any ſpecies agrec- 


ing with the other parts of the figures and deſcriptions that has 
a [mooth ſtem ; while Mon triftis does preciſely ſo agree 
in every thing elle, eſpecially in the peculiar form of the cap- 
{ule above noticed. However this may be, Mor x a Iriopeta!a 
of LIN. fil. (Ix IS plumaria of Tuuxzenc) always quoted as 
a ſynonym to Mor = A wegeta, is a very diſtinct ſpecies, with the 
larger ſegments bearded and the ſtigmas ſetaceouſly multifid. 
The Mor#a yuncea of Mir I En has yellow flowers and 
ſubulate leaves. The Monza vegeta of MiLtzk's eight) 
edition of his Dictionary, figured in his 239th plate, is the

ters in his Prodromus. Our preſent ſpecies ſeems chiefly 10 
differ from paniculata in having hairy leaves, a more graci. 
leſcent and taller ſtem, which is allo reddiſh brown and no 
green as in that, its branches more divaricate, the two upper 
lateral ſegments of its corolla more contiguous, and its flower; 
when cloſed form a flenderer and mere compact column; we 
might add, that the incumbent anthers are ſhorter and rounder, 
but as this difference eſcaped us in the living plant and was 
obſerved only in the drawings it is leſs to be depended on. 
Root leaves oblong lanceolate g—4 about 3—4 inches high, 
Stem about three times their length. Segments traverſed lon- 
gitudinally on the outſide by a brown hairy fillet, outer upper 
one wholly brown and pubeſcent outwards.

only known to Buxman by a drawing taken at the Cape, 
from which his engraving was made.

Found by TmHuxztRG at the Cape of Good Hope, on 
the Groenekloof hills, and near Bergrivier ; introduced into 
Kew Gardens, by Mr. Masson in 1787. The generic name 
we have derived from waa; black and ogaipz a globe, in allu— 
ſion to the colour and form of the bulblets produced on the 
ſtem, as mentioned and figured by Jacgquin. In the capillary 
tenuity and elaſtic tremulouſneſs of its branchlets it reminds 
us of the quaking-graſs, Briza.

tion very intelligible. We have retained his trivial name in 
preference to Jacguin's, both on account of priority and of 
its not being taken from colour, which in this natural family 
ſhould be avoided as much as poſſible, a name without 
any meaning being greatly preferable to ſuch; yet where 
we have found them already given we have never changed 
them. It is cloſely allied to the GLaviouus longiflorus of the 
CoLLEcTANEA, and the firſt variety of the ſame of the Icox gs 
RARIOREs, differing chiefly in the ſpathe, which in the laſt 
is blunt and dentate. Our ſpecimen has no claim to the title 
of ro/eus, though the ſame bulb may produce one that has 
next ſeaſon. I his ſpecies is alſo cloſely allied to TrxrtoN1, 
(GLantoLus) /neata, n. 487 of this work. 

Above we have quoted both the Dutch and German edi. 
tions of HouTTuyNn's Natural Hiſtory, but in general our 
quotation refers to the German tranſlation only, printed a 
different periods in Nuremburg and tranſlated by different 
hands.

When the corolla opens, the laciniz are doubled back as 
ſharply as if pinched, encloſing the ſegments of the calyx in 
the fold ſo completely that the flower appears to have no 
calyx. After the flowering is over theſe expand and cloſe 
again, as is uſual in the genus, when the calyx comes in 
light, The neQtary conſiſts of five tongue-ſhaped hollow 
bodies, ſupported upon ſmall pedicles, diſpoſed in the form of 
a ſtar, the five points of which meet at the centre of the flower, 
where there appears to be a perforation oppoſite the points 
of the germen. Between theſe are five round yellow bodies 
divided by a dark line having an anther-like appearance, from 
each of theſe proceed what we would call the two lobes of the 
anther, 


anther, or in the language of SWART?Z, the pollen-maſſes, 

club-ſhaped, lying each in a hollow, in which they are con. 
fined by the nectary, one ray of which covers a right and left. 
hand lobe of two different anthers. Upon the removal of thus 
ſtar the lobes of the anthers riſe up, ſometimes ſuddenly with 
a ſpring, ſometimes more gradually, and, if touched with the 

point of a pin, "diſcharge a colourleſs fluid. 

We have been thus particular in deſcribing theſe parts, 
becauſe being more ſimple than in moſt of the ſpecies it ſeemed 
to throw ſome light on- their uſes. The five rays of the {tay 
pointing exactly to the centre of the corolla ſeem admirahly 
calculated to direct a fluid pollen more ſurely to the real 
ſtigmas lying immediately under their points. We would no! 
however ſpeak with too much certainty of the perforation oj 
the centre of the corolla, having uſed only a common lens, and 
not having obſerved ſuch an opening in any other ſpecies that 
we have examined. 

The plant from which our drawing was made was ſent u, 
by Mr. Loppipcts of Hackney, in Auguſt. It is a free 
blower, flowers coming in ſucceſſion through moſt part of the 

ear. Has an ill ſmell and little beauty to recommend 1, 
The Stapelias are generally kept in the dry ſtove, but we learn 
from the Rev. Mr. BAE, that many of them thrive better, and 
flower with more certainty, if kept in the bark ſtove and 
watered plentifully.

The firſt mention we find of this plant is in the eighth vo- 
lume of the Peterſburgh Commentaries, by Profeſſor AMMAN.

This beautiful little ſhrub was raiſed from ſeeds received 
from Portugal by Mr. f,oppipcets, Nurſeryman at Hackney. 
It comes very near to ſome of the varieties of Cisrus H- 
mifolins, particularly to variety y of MarTrYN, the one figured 
in MirIER's Icones, which probably belongs to this ſpecies ;

of trees twenty feet high. The corolla, which is five-cleft and 
ſubbilabiate, is of very ſhort duration, but as the calyx is a 
conlpicuous part of the flower, the long racemes hanging pen- 
dent from the extremities of the branches make a handſome 
appearance for ſome time. It has been ſuſpedted that the 
male and ſemale flowers are diſtinct; as only one bunch. was 
produced we cannot decide the queſtion, but the piſtils ap- 
peared to us to be either totally wanting or very imperfect.

The Punica nana, of which no figure has, to our know- 
ledge, been hitherto given, is a ſhrub of humble growth, in 
other reſpects ſo cloſely allied to Puxica Granatum, that per- 
haps they might be conſidered as mere varieties, at leaſt it is 
difficult to find diſtinguiſhing characters, the leaves of our plant 
not being narrower in proportion to the length than in the 
other. Is generally ſuppoſed to be a native of the Weſt— 
Indies, and BRowx, in his Hiſtory of Jamaica, mentions a 
larger and ſmaller variety of Puntca, cultivated there, but 
does not ſay whether indigenous or not, nor do we find the 
other authors who have mentioned it, ſufficiently explicit to

It 1s wonderful that ſo beautiful a ſhrub, cultivated by 
MirIER fo long ſince as the year 1731, and cafily propagated 
by layers, ſhould not be more common; certainly there are 
leu inhabitants of the greenhouſe more ornamental, continuing 
full three months in bloſſom.

This very beautiful ſhrub is, according to PALLAS, pecu- 
liar to the ſubalpine tracts of eaſtern Aſia, occurring chief] 
in the northern parts of Siberia between the Jeniſea and Lena 
rivers, where the northern ſides of the mountains in the be- 
ginning of May are entirely empurpled by it. It muſt of 
courſe be-conſidered as a very hardy plant, though like many 
other inhabitants of the coldeſt regions, when cultivated in 
this country, from the greater mildneſs of our winters it is apt 
to expand its flowers prematurely, which are uſually deſtroyed 
by ſubſequent froſts and cold winds. On this account it is better,
